A more positive approach to the prebleni of 
failures would be to rèduce the number of «çti^ 
vities and to make a direct effort to asEist. the 
larger organizations with their problem of ob- 
taining adequate staff. 

The council passed the mtirig on acadéinic 
standing just after approving a long list of dates 
for various events for next year and èxtending 
the activities à week later in the year. • 

In 1948-49 major activities ceased March 16, 
The financial situation this past year '(before 
an increase in Students Society fees was ap- 
proved) forced the council to end activities 
March 2. This earlier ending of activities has 
been a great help to those directing the major 
projects and no doubt has had a very good effect 
upon the studies of the student body as a whojé. 

We believe that ail extra-curricular activities 
should cease by the first of March'^at the very 
latest. If the flunking situation is as sefious as 
it is rumored to be, then activities should ter- 
minate even sooner. Above all, we think there 
should be it drastic cut. in the nuniber ^nd in. the 
extent of activities, which have grown to an 
unreasonable sise within recent yegrs.

Lai'ge Exodus 
Coincides With 
Job Problem 



"There is some concern that the 
■tudents who are leaving the uni- 
versity this year may find the go- 
ing more difficult than those who 
graduated in tho earlier post-war 
years," reports Robert McKcowan 
in^jjlhe May 20 issue of The 
Standard. 

"The record enrollments of 1045 
and 1948 Inevitably meant record 
graduating classes in 1940 and 1050. 
The niOOO members of the Class 
of 'SO have been added to the 16,000 
in the Class of '49. 

"The unfortunate thing is that 
this year's big class coincides with 
a period when unemployment again 
is becoming a problem. While there 
is little doubt that the graduates 
all will be placed in time, some 
lllitha ve to take Jobs in field; 
the one? in which they 
ïôpëd to work. • • - 
tituatioii Is most severe^ in 
"tnglneering. There are 3,600 en- 
gineers In the class of '50, about 
70 per cent of them veterans. With 
the demand for engineers running 
at the rate of 2,000 per year, a third 
or so of the present class is expect- 
ed to find difficulty in getting 
placed. A surplus o fengineers 
ozpected to be a continuing thing 
until smaller classes brings supply 
and demand aboiit even in 1054. 
After that there may again be a 
shortage. , 

"Graduates in commerce arc also 
experiencing, some difficulty In 
getting placed. There were 1,180 
prospective -ibacbelors . of commerce 
in the ClaS^'^W.'^Onc-thlrd of 
them are believed to be surplus 
over the availability of the kind of 
jobs they normally would expect 
to get . ■ 

"There, will be about 600 addi- 
tional lawyers when this' year's 
graduation exercises are over. One 
authority said there would not be 
openings' in law offices for any- 
thing like one-half of these. This

$10,000 Union Changes 
To .be Completed by Fall 



Change of Cafeterio 
. to Short : Order 
Bar Planned 



'Renovations in the McGIll Un- 
ion costing approximately $10,000 
will be completed in time for use 
ne.xt term," Jim Cartier, newly- 
elected Union president said yes- 
terday. Highlights of the changes 
are the conversion of the cafeteria 
into a short-order counter and a 
new color scheme for the ballroom 
and the Reading Room. 

The new plan will do away with 
the serving of complete meals In 
the cafeteria; for special occasions 
such as banquets, meals will have 
to be brouBht.,.in already prepared, 
from outside sources. It Is expected 
that this will reduce labor costs. 
The ^ouibllity of having students 
acconunodated^ for supper at RVC 
is being investigated. 

Students wishing to eat at the 
new counter \ylll write out their 
orders from the menu and retain 
a numbered stub. When the order 
has been prepared the numbers on 
the stubs will be posted and the 
studcnt3 will be able to pick up 
their food. 

Color changes arc planned In the 
Ballroom. Tlic walls will be painted 
a salmon color and the ceiling will 
be a two-tone blue with ridges, in 
grey. Drapes of damask of. blue 
tone on tone will be on the wind- 
.ows. 

Turquoise walls will be featured 
in the changes in the reading room 
while a greyish beige ceiling and 
grey chair upholstering will com- 
plete the picture. New drapes also 
are planned here. They will be in 
a modern print of white, red, brown 
and grey. Floor lamps will pro- 
vide the lighting in the room. 



Conditioned Students 
To Be Excluded 
from Activities 

StudenU'fwiiaiv'àrë conditioned, or 
on probation, or who are repeating 
their years will be unable to par- 
ticipate In regular extra-curricular 
activities sponsored by the Students' 
Society next session, according to a 
ruling passed by the Students' EX' 
eculive Council at its last meeting 
of the term earlfer this month. 

Noting that "the University au- 
thorities and the SEC arc greatly 
concerned over the number of aca- 
demic failures . occurring amongst 
students undertaking heavy extra- 
curricular, activities,"' the resolu- 
tion requires the executives; of -.the 
regular and standing committees of 
the Students' Society to ensure that 
students who are not in good stand 
ing with the University cease their 
parUcipation in those committees. 
' It^il'éxpccted th^t this regulation 
will effect the enrollment in' nearly 
every major, student activity.;; ' * 

The Council also heard a report 
from the University that the Sen- 
ate had approved the amendment 
to the Students' Society constitu- 
tion p^sed at the last meeting of 
the Society raising the Society fees

Job Situation 
In U.S. Similar 
To That Here 



Washington — (Speci»l)The em- 
ployment possibilities for an ex- 
pected half million American col- 
lege graduates will not be as good 
as In 1947 and 1948, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor has declared. 

A moderate increase in the num- 
ber of unemployed In the U.S.', the 
filling of war-created shortages of 
college graduates by the large 
graduating classes of 1048 and 1949, 
srd the site of this year's record 
graduation class were given as the 
basic reasons for the expected Job 
shortage. 

There is an acute shortage of ele- 
mentary school teachers, the re- 
port Indicated, but an over-supply 
of high school teachers. 

Other professional fields in which 
jtlff competition for Jobs is ex- 
pected in the next few years In- 
clude: law, Journalism, and per- 
sonnel work. In engineering, the 
number of graduates, .will exceed 
the number of openings during the 
early. iSSO's; but after-the next four 
or five years ..the. employment sll 
uation i f or^graduaUoC ■ engineers Is 
likely to improve, the Department 
of Labor forecasts. 

There will also probably be an 
over-supply of business adminis- 
tration graduates: A surplus of 
new graduates has already devel- 
oped In the field of accounting. 

Prospects for ' graduates are good 
in health service dccupations. There 
is a current shortage of nurses, and 
demand for nursing service will 
probably continue to rise. It was 
indicated. 

Opportunities in medicine and 
dentistry are good, but competition 
for admission to professional 
:>;hools Is stiff. In pharmacy the 
supply of; new graduates has al- 
.■nost- caught up with the demand; 
the profession' may be over-crowd- 
ed in the long run If enrollments 
in pharmacy colleges continue at 
present high levels. 

Good opportunities are expected 
for other occupations important In 
health . service, such as veterlnar 
ians, medlcaU^X-ray technicians, 
medical laboratory technicians, 
dental hygienists, physlo-therapls'.s, 
occupational therapists, and diell. 



Grad Employment Situation 
Difficult Bu^ Not Critical 

i^^^lth 



This year's graduates wHi have 
a harder time finding employment 
than graduates of last year, but the 
situation Is not critical. This -was 
the opinion expressed by Mr. C. M. 
McDougall, Director of the McGill 
Placement Service. 

Engineers are 'the hardest hit. 
The demand for them Is compar- 
able to that of pre-war years, but 
this is the first post-war year thJt 
the supply of graduating engineers 
has been .larger than the demand. 
Seventy-five per cent of this year's 
class Is composed of veterans, 
which accounts for ,the fact that tho 
total number otenglneering gradu- 
ates looldng^^^^^ the largest 

The Commerce (;la£s - of '50 is 
relatively small and the Placement 
Service ' is having little; difficulty 
in securing . employaient ' for ' its 
miembers. In the Faculty of Arts, 
so many graduates continue their 
education in other schools and'fa> 
ultles after they have completed 
their B.A. requirements that few 
are ready to compete In the job 
market. Science graduates arc 
harder to place, although thoie who 
obtain an honors degree are usu- 
ally accomodated quite easily. 

Students who are graduating, in 
the ïiTinllcr schools and in the pro- 



fessional faetili|es;'wlth the jsxcep- 
tion of Law, are having no trouble 
in obtaining employment .'VyhUe 
Law graduates, are finding a scar- 
city of openings in the^ «c j|u aL prac 
ticc of Law, many are|'fwnilng to 
other fields of business ' with suc- 
cess.. 

On the whole, women graduates 
are having a harder time than the 
men In the search for employment 
There.are many openings for sten 
ognS|le^but the number one 
pi-eferrace 'ot most girls is in the 
line of advertising or personnel 
workafeJp^Mi» |p ràctically. . noa 
ii^MiW\W^S^m ' these fields; 
However, the majority of women 
graduates are not as interested as 
the men are, in beginning work 
right after graduation, but. wopld 
rather .wait until the fall before 
they start actively hunting for jo'os. 
Also many take some type of busi 
hcss training after they graduate. 
' Of a total of well over 500 stu- 
dents who have reglslered at the 
Placement Service, approximately 
50 -per. cent have already been 
placed in jobs. The Se; 
asked that it be notified itl 
who have registered have oblalned 
employment through other 'means, 
so that their names may be 
moved from the active list.

This acquaintonce 'Iri^^M 1907 
when Prof, Oodd came^'&'^McCill 
as a freshman to stiidy engineering 
with a scholarship from the Jamai 
can (government. After graduation 
in 1011 he Joined the Grand Think 
Railway and in 1013.^ was asked to 
lecture in mattiematics, and demon 
«trato in civil; engineering. He Join' 
ed the Canaâia'n 'Eiî'gineers as a 



private in 1014 and received his 
commission overseas in 1016.,^Vhile 
serving in France and after sur- 
viving many violent' engagements 
Prof. Dodd was seriously injured 
while playing goaler for his. soccer 
team.
